All the ftones that 
came about Srevess eares, did but knock 
him cloſer to Chriſt che corner-ſtone. The

And when did 
God appear in his glory to Facob ? but 
in the day of his troubles, when the tones 
were his pillowes, and the gronnd his bed, 
and the hedges his curtaines, and the Hea- 
vens his Canopie ; Then he ſaw the An- 
gels of God aſcending and deſcending in 
their gliftering robes.

I have read of one; who when any 
thing fell out proſperouſly, would read 
over the Lamentations of 7eremiah, and 
that kept his heart tender, humble, and 
low. Proſperity doth not contribute more 
to the puffing up of the ſoule, then adver- 
ſity doth to the bowing down of the foul, 
This the Saints by experience finde, and 
therefore they can kiſſe,. and imbrace the 
Crofle, as others doe the worlds Crown.
